Fahd puts off U.S. visit

Saudi Crown Prince Fahd has 
. . postponed “indefinitely” a planned 
visit to the U.S. next month in view 
of “current circumstances m the 
Middle East in particular and the 
world in general,” the ofRciafS.audi 
Press Agency announced yesterday. 

The announcement came jusL 
hours after Syrian President Hafez 
Assad wound up ,a 25-hour visit to 
Saudi Arabia, during which he is 
believed to have urged the Saudis to 
bring pressure to bear on 
Washington to force Israel to res- 
cind the Golan annexation legisla- 
tion. 

Although the U.S. supported last . 
week’s UN Security Council resolu- 
tion calling on Israel to rescind the 
Golan . Law, Syria is. clearly, cod- 
centedfhar Afnerica wfll*vetti any 
jmoveto impose sanctions when the 
council reconvenes early next 
month to review Israel’s response to 
.that resolution. . 

\ It is not clear whether yesterday’s 


Saudi announcement was, in fact, 
intended as a warning to 
Washington, but its timing has 
raised a question mark over Saudi- 
U.S. relations in the context of the 
present crisis over the Golan Law. 

It has been suggested that Fahd's 
decision to postpone his visit, 
originally scheduled for January 19, 
may have been prompted by the 
present uneasiness in the. Gulf 
region following last week’s abor- 
tive Irani an- backed coup in 
Bahrain. 

The Saudi interior minister. 
Prince Nayef, fa reported to have 
said on Sunday that of the 60 con- 
spirators arrested in Bahrain, 13 
were Saudi nationals. He added that 
the coup bid was aimed at other 
' Gulf states as well, blaming Iran’s 
leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini of “arming, training and 
instigating” the plotters. . . 

Assad, meanwhile, arrived in 
Kuwait yesterday on the second leg 
of a brief tour of the Gulf which is 
scheduled to take him also to 
Bahrain and Qatar.

Coalition 
holds on 
57 to 47

The government yesterday 
defeated a no-confidence motion 
after Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said that Israel would have 
been unfaithful to its own interests 
if it had meekly accepted the 
punitive measures announced by 
the UJS. administration last Friday. 

He cited Czechoslovakia's ac- 
quiescence in the Munich agree- 
ment as the classic example of how 
a country can cooperate in its own 
liquidation by yielding to the con- 
siderations and persuasion of a 
friendly power. 

Shamir was replying to the no- 
confidence motion by Amnon 
Rubinstein (Shinqi) based on the 
government's handling of its rela- 
tions with the U.S.

(Democratic Front) voted for the 
motion.

Doubts about U.S. prompted Golan Law

There has lately been a “con- 
siderable problem of U.S. 
credibility,” sources in the Prime 
Minister’s Office said yesterday, ex- 
plaining why Israel passed the 
Golan Law. 

The sources confirmed that Israel 
has a document written by former 
U.S. president Gerald Ford in 
September 1975 promising 
American support for a continued 
Israeli presence on the Golan 
Heights even in the event of peace 
negotiations with Syria. 

But Israel had to enact the Golan 
Law because “American actions 
and words lately have cast grave 
doubt on U.S. credibility. We are 
clearly behaving like one who has 
little faith in his partner,” said one 
source. He confirmed that Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin made 
use of the docunent in his dealings 
with former U.S. president Jimmy 
Carter in 1977. 

Labour MK Yitzhak Rabin, who 
was prime minister at the time the 
Ford undertaking was given, told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday, that 
while he was neither confirming nor 
denying its existence, he “personal- 
ly had reached the conclusion that if 
negotiations with Syria take place, 
we will have American under- 
standing for our demands not to get 
down from the Golan. I hope the 
latest legislation has not under- 
mined this.” 

The sources in the prime 
minister’s office said that the matter 


of the Golan fa only briefly alluded 
to in the document, which is chiefly 
concerned with other aspects of the 
disengagement agreement with 
Egypt contracted at the time. The 
document had been secret and was 
not approved by the U.S. Congress. 
The story of its existence was 
deliberately leaked by Opposition 
members with the aim of proving 
that there was no need for the 
Golan Law, the sources claimed. 

They maintained that when 
Carter was shown the document, 
signed by his predecessor, oh of- 
ficial White House stationery, he 
reddened with chagrin and was con- 
siderably displeased. However, 
other of the prime minister’s aides 
could not confirm that Carter's at- 
titude to the Ford promise was 
negative. 

“There are all sorts of undertak- 
ings which the Americans are not 
keeping. They have no one to blame 
but themselves for the fact that we 
had to pass the Golan Law now. We 
often feel as if we are dealing with 
Saudi Arabia. The Americans often 
behave as if they are no more than 
the Saudis’ spokesmen.” 

The sources brought the issue of 
the European participation in the 
Sinai multinational force as a case 
in point. 

“The four European countries in 
question acted as if there is no 
Camp David agreement, quoted the 
Venice Declaration and spoke of 
overseeing the IDF pullback from 
Sinai, which to their mind ought to 
serve as an example for what should 


happen in other territories held by 
Israel. The U.S. chose not to react 
to this total rejection of the Camp 
David accords. Only when Israel 
threatened to veto European par- 
ticipation, did they agree to a joint 
declaration that the Europeans 
would join the force in accordance 
with the Camp David agreement 

“We had to literally force the 
Americans into this defence of the 
Camp David agreement of which 
they are co-signalories. Given this 
state of affairs, we thought it better 
to make it clear to all doncerned 
that Israel will never concede the 
Golan. The Americans had better 
search their own souls as to why we 
distrust them at this point,” one 
source $aid- 

Rabin. in his comment, went 
back to the 1967 visit to Israel of 
Richard Nixon, before he was 
elected to the U.S. presidency. 
Rabin recalled Nixon’s press con- 
• Terence after a visit to the Golan in 
which Nixon declared that were he 
the Israeli premier, he would not 
give up the Heights even in the con- 
text of peace. In 1973 Jimmy Carter 
also visited the Golan (before he 
became president) and made a 
similar statement.

U.S. Jewish leaders 
split over Golan

NEW YORK. — The head of 
Organized American Jewry, Howard 
Squadron, said Tuesday there is “no 
unanimity" among American- 
Jewish leaders on the issue of 
Israel's annexation of the Golan 
Heights. He also rejected attempts 
by some LQcud supporters in the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American — Jewish Organizations 
to get it to express support for 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin. 

Squadron chaired a closed 
meeting of the organization which 
was convened to discuss the present 
crisis in American- Israeli relations. 
He criticized Begin’s “selective” 
approach in making public some of 
the “private correspondence" 
Squadron had with the prime 
minster after the Golan move. 

Squadron stressed that his talks 
with the major American Jewish 
leaders convinced him there is no 
consensus among them on the 
Golan issue. He asked the Jewish 
leaders to deal with the American 
reaction to the Israeli move and 
with the general aspects of 
Aroerican-lsraeli relations. 
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Miners hold out 
in south Poland 


VIENNA. — Poland’s military 
rulers arrested more than 350 peo- 
ple yesterday in rebellious Katowice 
province, where striking coal 
miners said their underground 
protest will continue until martial 
law is repealed and all prisoners are 
set free. 

The military-run radio said a 
“climate of suspicion” pervaded 
Poland's factories midway through 
the second week of martial law rule, 
but reported that a strike at the 
Huta Katowice steel mill was ended 
without injury by security forces. 
Legal proceedings were instituted 
against organizers. 

Prime Minister Gen. Wojciech 
Jaruzelski, head of the ruling 
militaiy council, met Iasi night in 
Warsaw with 69 leading intellec- 
tuals and scientists to discuss the 
countiy’s political and economic 
plight under martial law, the radio 
also reported. 

Jaruzelski told them the 
“supreme objective of the actoons 
undertaken is to get Poland out of 


the dramatic historical development 
and overcome the socio-economic 
crisis threatening the foundations of 
the socialist state," the radio 
reported. 

It was the first reported meeting 
between Jaruzelski and leading 
civilians since the state of 
emergency was proclaimed in 
Poland II days ago. 

Miners at the Piast Colliery is- 
sued their demands on Tuesday, the 
newspaper Try buna Robotnicza said, 
and also called for immunity from 
prosecution for those staging the 
five-day protest. 

The miners are being supplied 
with food and water sent by their 
families and lowered into the mine 
shaft in baskets. The newspaper 
said, “No one in the mine ad- 
ministration is stopping food parcels 
going to those below.” 

The 1,726 miners at Piast rejected 
an offer to send a delegation of 
military officers to negotiate an end 
to the strike. They also cut all but

Clerks Union will support 
Defence Ministry workers

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut 
yesterday asked representatives of 
16CT,000 clerks throughout the 
country to call shop meetings dur- 
ing working hours to whip up sup- 
port for Defence Ministry 
employees struggling against 
Minister Ariel Sharon's moves to 
reorganize his office and ait down 
its staff. 

The request was made by the 
Clerks Union, which represents the 
Defence Ministry workers, at a 
special meeting at the municipal 
workers house here. Staff commit- 
tee members were also told to 
prepare for a drawn-out battle, 
which the labour federation’s strike 
fund will not finance. 

The meeting was held as relations 
between the minister and the 
workers took a turn for the worse, 
with the dismissal of a senior 
veteran official who cannot be iden- 
tified and revocation of other senior 
officials' authority to sign docu- 
ments on behalf of -the ministry. 

Speakers maintained that 
Sharon’s practices smack of 
authoritarianism. He has “decided 
to treat the Defence Ministry 
workers as he handles the Syrian 
enemy,” the ministry workers coun- 
cil chairman Moshe Ashkenazi said. 

Ashkenazi charged that Sharon 


announced his decision to 
reorganize the ministry when public 
attention was focused on the Golan 
Heights, and that he secured 
cabinet consent to revoke the of- 
ficials' authority in surprise- 
telephone conversations Tuesday 
night. “That is the system followed, 
in undemocratic regimes, in puppet 
states where management is afraid 
to sit around a negotiating table, 
Ashkenazi claimed. 

Meanwhile, Paris Defence 
Ministry delegation head Zvi ADon 
arrived in Israel last night, after be- 
ing summoned by Sharon. Allon 
was recalled after he had refused to 
cooperate with Aluf Avraham 
Tamir, who went to Paris earlier 
this week to merge the IDF and 
Defence Ministry delegations there 
in accordance with Sharon's plan. 

The ministry staff committee had- 
ordered him not to cooperate with 
Tamir, and Allon reportedly com- 
plied. 

Allon told reporters at Benr 
Gurion Airport that he had met 
Tamir at the Paris airport and held a 
friendly talk. “We have been friends 
for 35 years,” he said, but refused to 
disclose details. 

He also refused to comment on 
his recall. “I certainly won’t say 
anything before he (Sharon) tells me 
what he wants from me,” ADon 
said.

‘an agreement to disagree’," said 
van der Stoel.

All schools in the country 
were shut down on December 13. 

In the political sphere, official an- 
nouncements referred briefly to a 
meeting of the Communist Party 
Politburo — the first such session of 
the party’s leaders known to have 
taken place under martial law. The 
Politburo met to review "the social 
and political situation of the 
country and the tasks of the party." 
Warsaw radio said. 

In the U.S., President Ronald 
Reagan was expected late last night 
to announce the suspension of trade 
and credit arrangements with 
Poland and the Soviet Union in 
response to the military crackdown 
in Poland. 

The presidential Christmas mes- 
sage was scheduled for 4 a.m. Israel 
time this morning, following a 
meeting of the National Security 
Council. State Department officials 
refused to comment on the reports. 

The Reagan administration’s new 
assistant secretary for human rights 
expressed concern on Tuesday 
about reports that Polish authorities 
may be launching a campaign 
against Poland’s Jewish population 
as part of their martial law 
crackdown. 

Elliott Abrams, who was sworn in 
two weeks ago to the State Depart- 
ment post, said American Jewish 
groups have contacted Ins office to 
relay reports of mistreatment of 
Jews in Poland. (UP1. Reuter, AP)

7,000 dunams seized in Samaria

Mukhtars in six villages in the 
Raikilya district of the West Bank 
received notices this week from the 
local military government informing 
them that some 7,000 dunams of 
land in the area are to be transfer- 
red to the nearby settlement of 
Ekann 

The six villages are Sannirya. 
Mas’ha, Azzun, Atma, Beit Amin 
and Zawwir. Yesterday. The 
Jerusalem Post reported that -a local 
landowner had petitioned a Nablus 
court and registered a complaint 
with local police, alleging that some 
of his property had been fraudulent- 
ly transferred to an Israeli land- 
holding company. 

The villagers allege that they own 
most of the land in question and use 
the rest for grazing. A military 
government spokesman could not 
be reached last night for any reac- 


tion to these allegations. 

Meanwhile, municipalities of 
Hebron, Ramallah, El-Bireh and 
Nablus as well as other public in- 
stitutions in these towns are plann- 
ing a one-day strike today to protest 
against the recent appointment of a 
civilian administrator in Hebron. 

The administrator, Sgan-Aluf 
Shmuel Segev — a former Arab af- 
fairs adviser in the military govern-' 
ment — took office, several weeks 
ago. His appointment was the first 
step in implementing the govern- 
ment's plan to replace the military 
government with a civilian ad- 
ministration on a local municipal 
level. 

Plans are being considered for a 
similar scheme in Gaza, and last 
week, the area was redivided into 
two civilian districts instead of 
three, as was the case under the 
military government. Two separate 
security zones were also delineated. 


and they are now the direct respon-

Meanwhile, Bethlehem police are 
investigating the death of a 26-year- 
old East Jerusalem resident, Khalil 
Tahir Sanduka, whose body was 
found two days ago at the bottom of 
Nahal Kidron, near the Dead Sea. 

Sanduka was released from police 
detention 17 days ago after being 
questioned about alleged security 
offences. East Jerusalem papers, 
yesterday reporting his death, refer- 
red to him as a “martyr” intimating 
that the police or security services 
were in some way responsible for 
his death. 

But. Rav-Pakad Ezra Kalitcb of 
the Bethlehem police said last night 
that there were no indications San- 
duka had been murdered, and that 
evidence pointed to him having ac- 
cidentally fallen off a cliff above the 
valley.

Aguda and the Likud remain 
divided on three major points — the 
extent of Aguda's freedom to vote 
according to the dictates of the 
Council of Tora Sages; how and 
when Aguda will gel the allocation 
promised to its educational in- 
stitutions; and Aguda's refusal to 
support legislation for the so-called 
Norwegian law, which the Likud 
considers essential for the coali- 
tion's stability.

Aguda sources yesterday said that 
a reply is now being drafted.

But in reply Begin reminded 
Aguda MKs that the basic govern- 
ment guidelines included a commit- 
ment to the Golan taw, that thej 
were signatories of these guidelines, 
and that prior to signing they had 
consulted their sages.

Kaddoumi’s nephew gets 15 months 


LOD (Itim). — The nephew of 
Farouk Kaddoumi, the head of the 
PLO's political department, was 
yesterday sent to prison for 15 
months and given a nine-month 
suspended sentence, by. the. military . 
court, here for membership in a ter- ’ 
rorisi organization. 


Bashir Abdel Latif Salim Kad- 
doumi, who was convicted of 
membership in Ahmed Jibril's 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine-General Command, 
was arrested a fortnight ago. .Also 
convicted was Fahmi Ahmed 
Sharif, who w-as given a 12-months' 
prison and a six-month suspended 
sentence for the same offence. 

Handing down the sentences. 
Judge Aiuf-Mishne Aharon Alpern 
said that Farouk Kaddoumi had 
personally interfered in getting his 
nephew out of Jibril's organization 


and sending him home to his mother 
in Jerusalem. “But for this interven- 
tion. the accused would have con- 
tinued his terrorist activities,” said 
Alpern. 

Bashir Kaddoumi, 18, confessed 
thkt to April 1980 'TTe'’ Went’ to 
Damascus in order to join Jibril's 
organization. The youngster, then 
aged 16, had quarrelled with his 
parents over his failure in school 

Kaddoumi was charged with 
learning to use a pistol, and on 
returning to Jerusalem, of getting 
Sharif to join Jibril's unit. Kad- 
doumi allegedly told Sharif that he 
had completed a parachuting 
course in Damascus and that he had 
been promised that he would be 
sent to the Soviet Union for pilot's 
training. 

Sharif then set off for Damascus 
but was arrested by the Jordanians 
and was sent back to Israel. 


UK hopes to improve ties with Israel

LONDON. — Britain hopes that 
the “misunderstandings" which 
have marred relations with Israel, 
particularly in the last half year, can 
be cleared up in 1982, Foreign Of- 
fice Minister of State Douglas Hurd 
said yesterday. 

He was speaking with Israeli cor- 
respondents in London to murk the 
end of the six-month UK presidency 
of the European Community. 

“We have seen in 1981 a dif- 
ference of analysis between the 
governments of Britain and Israel 
about some aspects of the Arab- 
Israel problem." Hurd began. “But 
in addition, there have also been 
misunderstandings and arguments 
not based on a real difference of 


analysis, and which could have been 
cleared up." 

As an example, he cited the 
Israeli belief that Britain had tried 
to change the nature and purpose of 
the Sinai Multinational Force. But 
when asked whether British par- 
ticipation in the force has been 
“finally sellled," Hurd replied that 
it has not, although he did not 
foresee any great difficulties. 

When it hands over the EC 
presidency to the Belgians next 
week, the UK intends to “continue 
to be active" on Middle East mai- 
lers, Hurd said. It will not try “to 
work out blueprints which we seek 
to impose," but will continue its 
policy of trying to bring about a 
negotiated settlement and mutual 
recognition by Israel and the 
Palestinians.

Court rejects petition on IDF sendee 


The High Court of Justice yester- 
day rejected the petition of four 
IDF reservists calling on it to forbid - 
Defence Minister Ariel -Sharon 
from implementing those sections 
of the coalition agreement deferring 
yeshiva students from army service. 

The court found the petitioners 
did not prove they bad a standing in 
the issue, and rated that the; subject 
was not justiciable. The justices 
pointed out that the petition clearly 
aimed, though unsuccessfully, at- 
“dragging the High Court of J ustice 
into the public and political debate 
on a sensitive and emotion-charged 
subject on which the public is sharp- 
ly divided." 

The. petitioners — YehudaRes- 
sler, Yehiel Yablonsky, Yisrael 
Lrvne and Rahei Darai — claimed 
that by deferring yeshiva students, 
the defence minister was exceeding 
his authority and discrim mating 
against the petitioners for irrelevant 
reasons. They also claimed theyhad 
a standing jn the, Issue and , that it 
was justiciable* ...^ 

They supported their petition 
with, two statements by army of- 
ficers. One was by Aluf-Mishne 


(rcs^) Moshe iBafuch who served m 
' the army’s manpower. dftisioniintll 
* 1977. The statement declar^ th at 
after the Yom, Kippur War he had 
been asked to prepare an /estimate 
of additional potential manpower 
sources, He had come to. the coti- 
. elusion that if yeshiva students were 
called up according to the criteria 
applied to aU;6thers; the IDF could 
create an additional division.

The price increases on: food 
products Tuesday midnight, which 
Treasury officials sec as initiating an 
abolition of subsidies, have aroused 
controversy in the Treasury. 

Director-General Ezra Sadan 
presented the measure as a first step 
in reducing the subsidies to 25-40 
per cent of the real cost of the 
products. 

According to Sadan, the Treasury 
will steadily increase prices before 
next May to reduce the level of the 
subsidies. The newly appointed 
economic adviser of >the finance 
minister. Prof. Yakir Ptessner, who 
agrees with Sadan, believes that the 
price increases will not speed up in- 
flation. 

Budget director Ya'akov Gadish, 
however,- said that he sees no 
change in policy, and the^ transition 
from price increases of some 15 per 
cent in the past to about 25 per cent 
now merely reflects the higher infla- 
tion rate in the past two months, 
which requires (rigger adjustments. 

Gadish also came out against any 
special compensation for the price 
increases, arguing that declining in- 
flation rates in recent months had in 
any case raised real wages because 
the wage agreements are geared to a 
higher rate of inflation than that 
which has occurred. 

In a related development. 
Treasury sources said that the 1982 
budget will not be tabled in the 


cabinet this week, as planned by the 
Treasury’s budget division. Gadish 
said the budget will be ready within 
two weeks and the date of its tabling 
jp the Knesset depends on whether 
agreement on it can be attained in 
the cabinet .. 

At the same time, the budget divi-. 
sion is preparing a supplementary 
budget to cover the deficits of the 
current - fiscal year.' Informed 
sources put the amount of that sup- 
plementary budget at IS30b.

. ‘Tbe couri, sitting as the High 
Court of Justice, based Us rejection 
on. the length of time that has pas- 
sed; .since the' military -authorities 
barfed the evicted villagers from . 
their homes and the state seized 
thrar lands (in 1953). It further ruled 
that subsequent IDF closure orders, 
in 1 963 and 1972, must be assumed 
to haw been proper, meaning that 
the miUtary commanders had ' real 
secuHfy- qonsiderations in mind 
- tdien issuing thr orders!” ‘ 

The. court reasoned that “the 
situation on the Lebanese border is 
still far from peaceful, 11 implying 
that the military authorities have a 
real basis -for “their fear... that 
returning the villagers of Ikrit will 
create a potential focus of (military 
insecurity). 11 . In to unusual passage 
in thefr decision, justices Yitzhak 
Kalian (alternate court president), 
Miriam Ben-Porath and Yehuda 
Cohen noted that Dorit Brinish, who 
represented die government, the 
defence minister, O/C Northern 
Command and the Development 
Authority against the petition, had 
brought the' appHcants* arguments 
before Prime Minister Menacbem 
Begin, “and be has authorized her to 
announce that when the security situa- 
tion changes, the matter oflkrit's in- 
habitants will be reviewed.* 1 
Speaking personally, the justices 
wrote that *‘1116 petitioners' problem 
no dodbt stimulates sympathy and we 
will not Mde that we share tills sym- 
pathy... (Bat while rejecting the ap- 
plication), we cannot but express 
our hope that if a real change for 
the better (ever) occurs in the 
security situation near the Lebanese 
border, the applicants will be given 
a sympathetic hearing.* 1 
The Greek Orthodox residents of 
Ikrit and the Maronite residents of 
neighbouring Birim were evicted by 
the IDF from their villages in Oc- 
tober and November 1948, during 
the army's mop-up in Galilee fol- 
lowing the capture of the Arab vil- 
lage ofSasa. 

The residents of both villages, 
dwelling elsewhere in Galilee, have 
since maintained that they were ver-

bally promised that the eviction was 
"temporary" and that they would 
be allowed to return to their villages 
at the end of the war. 

But a senior IDF officer, while 
agreeing that the 1948 eviction 
order had been . “temporary,” i n 
1951 testified to the High Court ol 
Justice, in its first sitting on the mai- 
ler, that the villagers had been told 
explicitly that their return would be 
allowed “only if the security situa- 
tion allows it.” 

The High Court then ruled that 
the villagers could resettle Ikrit as 
long as the defence minister 
refrained from issuing an eviction 
order on the basis of Regulation 8 of 
Emergency Regulations (Security 
Areas) 1949. But such an order was 
promptly issued, and the villagers' 
second petition (also in 1951) to the 
High. Court against the order was 
rejected. 


> In 1953, the finance minister, in 
line with his newly legislated powers 
from the Land Acquisition Law 
1953, signed an order handing over 
the bulk of Ikrit's 15,650 dunams to 
the state's Development Authority, 
which then used the land for new 
settlements. 

In 1963 and again in 1972, the 
military authorities issued new 
orders barring Ikrit residents from 
returning to their village on the 
basis of Defence Regulations 
(Emergency) 1945. 

The petitioners this year chal- 
lenged the legality of the land 
seizure and the closure orders. They 
also argued that the security con- 
siderations which had prompted the 
initial eviction and the subsequent 
closure orders no longer exist. 

Regarding the legality of the 
Treasury and IDF orders, the High 
Court said- the applicants suffer 
from “an obstacle which they can- 
not overcome.... We are willing to 
assume that indeed the villagers 
have never resigned themselves to 
their eviction... The applicants wish 
us now to investigate whether the 
considerations that motivated the 
finance minister in 1953 and the 
military commanders in 1963 and 
1972 were valid or invalid... But the 
fact that so much time has passed... 
prevents any such investigation.*' 

Moreover, argued the court, 
“several settlements have been es- 
tablished on the lands...and this has 
created a bar to checking the 
legality” of the Treasury order. 

The court also noted that ikrit is 


only three kilometres from the 
Lebanese border, and said that it 
must “discuss the petition on the 
basis of the assumption that the 
closure orders were given” for valid 
reasons. 

To succeed, the Ikrit residents 
would have had to show that “the 
conditions which were the grounds 
for the issuing of the closure orders 
no longer exist.' 1 But the Lebanese 
border remains unpeaceful, 
declared the court. The fact that 
militia commander Sa'ad Haddad's 
enclave encompasses several Arab 
villages in South Lebanon near the 
border “Is insufficient to dispel the 
fear of those responsible for 
security that return of the Ikrit vil- 
lagers” will create a security risk or 
danger. 

Despite the 1951 High Court 
defeat the villagers* campaign to 
return to their homes has 
'periodically captured headlines and 
sympathy from important political 
figures. Begin promised. before the 
1977 elections to support their 
return, but the Likud government 
has not changed consistent Israeli 
government policy since 1948. 

In 1978, a committee headed by 
then agriculture minister Ariel 
Sharon, taking into account argu- 
ments of security, precedent and 
land use since 1948, finally ruled 
against the return — and so the mat- 
ter has rested since then. 


Opposition in the 1950s to the vil- 
lagers* return to their homes 
centred largely in the military, 
which feared re-establishment of 
two Arab villages near the Lebanese 
border. In 1972, the issue came to 
public attention, but premier Golda 
Meir opposed the return arguing 
that it would set a precedent for 
other Arab villagers who wished to 
return to abandoned homes and Vil- 
lages. 

In addition, objections by Galilee 
Kibbutzim and moshavim have 
become a main reason for govern- 
ment unwillingness to accede to the 
villagers' demands. Kibbutzim Sasa 
and Baram now till most of Birim's 
arable land, and most of Ikrit's — 
some 7.000 dunams in total — is 
cultivated by local moshavim, in- 
cluding Shomera. 

Birim and Ikrit residents and 
their descendants during the 1970s 
expressed willingness to disclaim all 
rights to the expropriated lands if 
they were allowed to return to their 
homes.

Washington and sign it, though it 
contained much less than what 
Sharon wanted. 

One minister told The Post this 
week, ironically, “The memoran- 
dum was not worth all that much, 
but had it not existed, it would have 
had to be invented, so that 
Washington could use it to smite us 
with." 

Ministers who agree anyway with 
the substance of Begin's harangue 
to Ambassador Lewis last Sunday 
are finding post-factum reasons to 
justify his style as well, rationalizing

One point I have heard is that

Growers burn flowers 


to shore up prices

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Flower growers 
yesterday began destroying some of 
their blooms to avoid an oversupply 
to the European markets next week 
between Christmas and the New 
Year. Growers fear that if too many 
flowers reach the markets, prices 
will fail drastically. 


For the last two days all the rose 
export harvest has been burnt. 
Starting today, about 40 per cent of 
the daily rose harvest will be 
destroyed, as will about 30 per cent 
of the carnation harvest 

The Flower Marketing Board 
could not say yesterday how long 
these measures would continue, but 
it is believed that they wDl not be 
necessary after the first week in 
January. Menahem Rinitz, the 
board's head, is now in Holland to 
assess the situation. 

One source estimated that losses 
to the farmers have already reached 
about S2 million and could double 


by the end of the month. 

The freak warm weather here 

has made nearly all flowers bloom 
early, and farmers thus have more 
flowers than planned. “If the 
weather were normal in Europe, 
this might have been a blessing. But 
the below zero weather there has 
ruined our sales,” one farmer said. 

Under an agreement between 
farmers and the government, 
whenever farmers are forced to 
destroy flowers in this way they arc 
compensated at the rate of 80 per 
cent of the flowers’ price. Compen- 
sation is paid by the government 
and a special fund to which farmers 
contribute throughout the year. 

The unseasonably warm weather 
is also endangering the wheat crop. 
If there is no significant rainfall in 
the next few days, especially in the 
south and the Negev, some wheat 
fields may dry out and die. 

Israel has about one million 
dunams of wheat throughout the 
country. Continued drought will 
dwarf the wheat grains.

10 Soviet Jewish scientists 


complain of ‘creative death’ 


LONDON (UPI). — Ten Jewish 
scientists in the Soviet Union com- 
plained in a letter in the current is- 
sue of the science magazine Nature 
that, since they asked for permis- 
sion to leave for Israel two years 
ago, they have been deprived of 
their jobs and any means of sup- 
porting their families. 

“We are in a situation where we 
can count only on the support and 
solidarity of our colleagues abraod, 
on their help and sympathy," the 
letter said. “Our voice in the Soviet 


Union is really a voice in the 
wilderness. Our fate is of no interest 


to anybody and nobody answers our 
complaints or petitions." 

The letter said since none of the 
signatories was involved in anything 
connected with the military' or state 
security and their request to leave 
was in accordance with Soviet law, 
they expected a quick departure. 


Instead, they were subjected to 
what they called “the danger of 
creative death." 

“Almost all of us have lost our 
jobs and we are deprived of any pos- 
sibility of continuing with our scien- 1 
tific research," they wrote. . 

The letter, which said some of the 
scientists and their children had 
become ill because of the situation, 
was signed by L.A. Dikii, doctor of 
science, mathematics and at- 
mospheric research; G.A. Freiman, 
doctor of mathematics; I.S. Irlin, 
doctor of medicine and science: 
A.L. Vasilkevsky. senior scientific 
fellow in applied linguistics; M.i. 
Reitman, senior scientific fellow in 
applied mathematics; S.A. Katz, 
doctor of physics and mathematical 
science; Y.V. Medvedkov, doctor of 
science; V.A. Godyak, senior 
research fellow in plasma physics 
and VJsJ. Soyfer, doctor of biology.

"There is still a lot of disorienta- 
tion, temporizing and indecision,'’ it 
-said. “This is especially 
. characteristic of members of the in- 
• lelligentsia, of whom a part 
cooperated with the leadership of 


Solidarity and was linked wiLh its 
political programme," Tass said. 

"They regard the present situa-- 
tion as a loss. A certain number of 
people from these circles had to be 
interned because they were engaged 
in vigorous hostile activities." 

The linking of Solidarity with the 
Polish intelligentsia appeared to be 
an attempt to discredit the indepen- 
dent trade union as a representative 
of working people. 

Tass also criticized Romuald 
Spasowki, Poland's ambassador to 
the US., who asked for and was 
granted political asylum. 

“The desertion of the ambassador 


constitutes a betrayal of Lhe in- 
terests of the Polish.state. To repay 
the political asylum granted to him 
in the U.S., he is forced to express 
anti-Polish and anti-socialist views 
...he has sold his soul as Judas for 
pieces of silver.” 

Other Soviet news media stressed 
that despite instances of opposition, 
martial law in Poland is working. 

“On their own initiative, working 
people are working overtime," said 
Pravda in a dispatch from Warsaw. 
“Thousands of people turned up 
voluntarily in the streets on Satur- 
day and Sunday to clear snow from 
the roads." 


30,000 Polish detainees 
living on ‘bread and water’ 


LONDON (API). — Around 30,000 
Poles interned under martial law are 
living in tents and being fed a diet of 
bread and water, a British journalist 
reported yesterday in a tape smug- 
gled out to the BBC. 


Reporter Sue Masterman of Ex- 
press newspapers said on .the tape 
that • many internees are wearing 
only the pajamas in which they were 
arrested. 


Masterman, who has been in the 
Polish capita] since martial law was 
declared on December 13, said: 
“Extremely well-informed sources, 
most of them clerical, have con- 
firmed what at first seemed too 
dreadful to believe. 


"Around 30,000 internees in 
Poland, their number growing every 
day, are being kept in tents on a diet 
of bread and water at two locations, 
one near Gdansk and the other near 
Warsaw, and possibly a third over 
the border in Czechoslovakia. "For 
the last four days, the temperature 
here has not risen above minus 10 
degrees Centigrade and has drop- 
ped far below that on some days. A 
blizzard is raging." 

Masterman reported that on Sun- 
day the episcopate or the Polish 
Roman Catholic Church issued an 
appeal demanding the release of 
those interned, or at least the crea- 
tion of humanitarian conditions for 
those suffering in the cold. 


New camera can reveal early cancer 


•GENEVA (Reuter). — A 
-revolutionary new camera which 
. will help detect heart disease and 
'cancer aL an early stage has been 
developed by a 38-year-old British 
nuclear scientist here. 


The European Organization for 
Nuclear Research said that the 60- 
centimetre-cube camera invented 
- by former Cambridge physicist Dr. 
' Alan Jeavons would also be of vital 
help in unravelling the chemistry of 
,the brain. 

Jeavons told Reuters that he 
.developed the camera, which 


monitors radioactive ' isotopes in- 
jected into the body, over four 
years. The prototype is now being 
tested at Geneva University 
Hospital. 

He hopes that an improved ver- 
sion can be produced for worldwide 
use costing about SF 500, 000 — 
about a quarter the price of older 
systems in the U.S. 

Jeavons said, "We have tried to 
produce a complete system in the 
form of a simple box whereby doc- 
tors can press a button and get 
results. And it will provide three- 
dimensional images.” 


Iraqi army claims 
massive assault 
in western Iran 


NICOSIA (AP). — Iraq said yester- 
day that its forces killed 768 Iranian 
troops in a “massive assault" in the 
Gilan-e Gharb and Sumar region in 
Western Iran. 

A communique carried by the of- 
ficial Iraqi news agency said that a 
helicopter gunship was also shot 
down in the attack which began ear- 
ly Tuesday and was still continuing 
late yesterday. 

“The Persian troops were forced 
to leave their positions and flee in a 
state of terror," the communique 
added. 

The communique conceded 13 
Iraqi deaths in the past 24 hours. 
Teheran Radio said heavy battles 
were raging in Western Iran, and 
Lhat the Iranians were dealing 
"heavy blows" to the Iraqis.

Execution report seen hoax 

U.S. general’s captors silent 


ROME (UPI). — Investigators said 
yesterday they expect the Red 
Brigades terror gang kidnappers of 
U.S> army Brigadier-General James 
L. Dozier to issue a second com- 
munique soon, possible including a 
photograph of him in captivity. 

The 50-year-old Dozier, top- 
ranking American officer at the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) regional headquarters at 
Verona in northern Italy, was ab- 
ducted from his home by the Red 
Brigades last Thursday. 

Investigator; said they had all but 
discounted as a hoax an anonymous 


telephone call to the Italian news 
agency ANSA in Beirut Tuesday, in 
which an Arabic speaker claiming 
to represent the Red Brigades said 
Dozier had been condemned to 
death. 

Similar hoaxes have been 
perpetrated after most Red 
Brigades kidnappings. 

Two days alter the kidnapping, 
the terror gang issued its first com- 
munique, calling Dozier a “Yankee 
pig” who was being subjected to 
"proletarian justice.” The first com- 
munique did not spell out any con- 
ditions for Dozier's possible release.

Fresh recordings are expensive 
and so there was no choice but to 
license previously released material, 
but Saperstein hopes to increase the 
percentage of Israeli works in his 
output.

SAPERSTEIN hopes that the 
Israeli banks, especially those with 
branches abroad, will sponsor 
recordings.

But if 
in addition to these performances, 
there would be lens of thousands of 
records sold throughout the free 
world, each carrying the bank's 
message, the effect would be long- 
lasting. 

“The fact that we have already 
secured importers abroad, even 
before releasing a single record, 
based solely on our list of projected 
releases, speaks for itself. As a long- 
time collector myself, 1 know that 
we have several overlapping 
markets. 

“First there are the Inveterate 
collectors, including libraries, that 
must have one of everything new. 
Second, the mass of record buyers 
who already have several versions 
of the standard works and will gam- 
ble on unknown music if it promises 
to be accessible, is of high technical 
quality and is attractively packaged. 
Third, that group that will buy the 
records simply because they care 
for Israel. 


IN A COUNTRY where the current 
president makes a fetish of 
withdrawing regularly to his ranch 
to ride horses and chop wood 
(under the watchful eyes of the 
photographers}, and where his 
predecessor jogged himself publicly 
into a state of collapse, is it any 
wonder that the average American 
feels a patriotic duty to do likewise? 

After all, in America, playing is 
big business. At cocktail parties the 
prime topic of conversation is likely 
to be, does he/she or doesn’t he/she

running paths. Tennis, squash and 
racquet courts, fitness clubs and 
golf courses spring up like 
mushrooms overnight. 

As thousands of Americans bob 
along the tracks (after bobbing their 
way to the sports outfitting stores 
that are the real beneficiaries of all 
the new activity) hundreds of thou- 
sands more cram the highways in 
their cars and “recreational 
vehicles,” traders and boats in tow, 
dirt-bikes, windsurfers and bicycles 
piled high on top — a bome-away- 
from-homc vacation package.

AT THE MOMENT I am studying 
the mishnaic tractate Middot h 
(Measures), which deals with the 
measurements and other details of 
the Temple, rebuilt by Herod dur- 
ing the decade after 18 BCE. The 
tractate has received the particular 
attention of commentators both an- 
cient and modern, Jewish and non- 
Jew ish. 

There is a major scholarly 
problem in the discrepancies 
between the description of the Tem- 
ple complex by Josephus (Ant. XV. 
410 ff) — as a priest he himself had 
served in it — and that of the 
Mishna, and scholars offer various 
solutions and explanations. 

One of these discrepancies con- 
cerns the gate or gates in the 
western section of the wall which, 
surrounded the Temple Mount.' 
Josephus mentions four gates, the 
Mishna only one. There its name is 
given as Kephonos (or Keponos}. 
That this was a Greek or Roman 
name is not as strange as it sounds 
— other gates too had foreign 
names. Modern scholars have sug- 
gested that the gate was named after 
Coponius, the first “direct rule” 
procurator over Judea appointed by 
Augustus after the dismissal and 
banishment of Herod’s son 
Archelaus in the year 6 CE. 
Coponius may have been responsi- 
ble for the construction of this gate, 
as the building of the outer parts ol

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the Temple continued for decades 
after Herod’s death. 

The traditional Mishna commen- 
tators think otherwise. The key 
figure here is Abraham b. David 
Portaleone (1542-1612), a 
fascinating writer, a physician and 
polymath, who in his Shthal ha- 
Gibborim (Mantua 1612) explains 
keponos as a combination of tbe 
Greek words kaepos (garden) and 
penos (from penomai ** work, serve), 
in Hebrew avodath hn-gan, work or 
"servicebf the garden. Alternatively, 

I suggest, Raepion = a small garden, 
without the additional word. 

Keponos would thus be the 
Garden Gale. What garden? Por- 
taleone wants to connect it with a 
mysterious rose garden. The various 
sources speak ’of it as having been 
there since the days of the “early 
prophets." They note that kippath- 
ha-yarden (Jordan resin), one of the 
ingredients of the sacrificial 
frankincense, grew there. 

WHEN I came across Keponos and 
the comments it provoked, I 
remembered that not so long ago 
Rabbi Jacob Goldman, who had 
once been secretary to Chief Rabbi i 
Herzog, and who knows every detail j 
of old Jerusalem, had said j 
something to me about that rose | 
garden. A phone call to him 
produced some information and a 
diagram, armed with which I found 
my way to the junction of the Cotton- 
makers (or dealers) shuq and 
Khalidi Street, both oiT the Street of 
the Valley, linking the Damascus 
Gate with the plaza of the Western 1 
Wall by a recently restored passage | 
which in itself is an archeological | 
treasure house. I 

In recent years the Cotton- ( 
makers shuq with its gate of the 
same name leading on to — and giv- 
ing a tantalizing glimpse of — the 
Temple Mount, has been restored 
to its former magnificence. The 
problem, in our context, is whether 
this gate is the former Keponosor. as 
has been widely assumed, or was h the 
present Chain Gate further to the 
South? 

I continued to Khalidi Street, 
which is in the direct line of the 
Cotton-makers’ shuq. Goldman had 
directed me to a member of the 
Khalidi family, prominent in 
Jerusalem for almost nine hundred 
years, and who had given the city a 
mayor in - Mandatory times, and 
physicians, lawyers and scholars to 
the present. The famous Khalidi 
library, adjacent to the Western 


Wall, belongs to the family. I found 
him in a secondhand shop. 

After a long conversation, and 
some cups of strong Turkish coffee, 
he invited me back to his house. 
This was no small honour. We 
entered his courtyard, with its 
apartments at various levels — their 
mezuza niches indicate they had 
belonged originally to Jews — and

ENGLISH was always one of Han* 
na’s^ favourite school subjects, but 
that’s all it was, something you 
learned in school. Last summer, 
after spending a month at Bar-Ilan* 
University playing Scrabble, learn- 
ing folksongs and watching movies, 
in addition to more traditional class- 
room experiences, Hanna made a 
discovery: English isn't just a school 
subject. It's a means of communica- 
tion, a way to see more of the world. 

Hanna was one of 60 disadvan- 
taged students about to enter 12th 
grade who attended this special in- 
tensive course at Bar-1 lan. “Our 
department chairman. Professor 
Richard Sherwin, asked me, as 
coordinator of language teaching in 
the department, what we could do 
for Zionism,” said Dr: Valerie 
Whiteson, who ran the summer 
course. “When I was doing my doc- 
torate at the University of Indiana, I 
taught one summer in a special, 
programme for black and Puerto 
Rican students. Here, I've had ex- 
perience in our refresher course for 
incoming students. I decided to 
combine those two approaches to 
help high school kids.” 

With funding from the Sephardi 
Federation and the blessing of the 
Ministry of Education, 60 well- 
motivated but scholastically 
average students were chosen from 
religious high schools in some of the 
towns near Bar- II an. “Our before, 
and after testing 6howed that all of 
them either improved or stayed the 
same,” Dr. Whiteson said, “but, as 
one of the tutors put it, how can you 
measure smiles and shining eyes? 

“These were children who came 
to the campus scared of this adult 
institution called a university. After 
all, their parents and siblings hadn't 
had higher education. When they 
became happy and relaxed here, we 
knew it was working. Now we want 
to do follow-up research to find out 
why it worked.”

came to interview me, in English, 
and asked me why they should learn 
English and why 1 think a course 
like this is necessary. It put me on 
the spot, but l was very pleased.” 
English was spoken by everyone at 
ail times during the course, in- 
cluding at lunch. 

“One of the things which impres- 
sed me most is that we had no dis- 
cipline problems,” said Whiteson. 
“I had taught English in high 
schools aU over Israel, and dis- 
cipline was always a serious 
problem. Perhaps it was because 50 
out of our 60 students were gjrls. 
Maybe boys could get summer jobs 
and girls couldn't.”

THE TUTORS who actually 
worked with the children were 


graduates of the English depart- 
ment. “We wanted them to be role 
models, to prove to the kids that a 
native speaker of Hebrew can learn 
English on the level we require.”' 
One tutor was herself from Kiryat 
Malachi, and Dr. Whiteson believes 
this made her even more ap- 
propriate as a rule model. 

“One day they were watching a 
film about horseracing, which 1 
thought was rather boring, but they 
were excited because die Queen 
presented the cup and they 
recognized her and Prince Philip. 
Then we started talking about 
Charles. I asked if they had seen the 
wedding on TV and of course they 
had.

NEXT SUMMER, the programme 
will be offered to a different popula- 
tion, the brightest students, in the 
hope' that they will be future Bar- 
llan students.

Whiteson hopes to provide con- 
tinued service to ever-larger groups 
of both average and bright students, 
preferably all year and not just dur-' 
ing the summer.

Under the 
influence 
of food

SUBSTANCES in the food we eat 
affect our behaviour, and may 
determine whether we're depressed*, 
or influence our memory in old age. 
These are some of the possibilities 
indicated in research, so far con- 
fined to rats, being done by Prof. 
Shlomo Yehuda of the psychology 
department at Bar- [Ian University. 

“We’ve found, for instance, that 
an iron deficiency in rats causes 
them to be active during (he day 
and quiet at night — the opposite of 
their usual behaviour pattern,” 
Professor Yehuda says. Rats given 
too little iron respond to medication 
differently from their normal peers: 
“A medicine that normally works at 
nights has to.be given during the day 
to get theTOthe effect,” says 
Yehuda. 

The brain creates biochemical in- 
formation transmitters using “raw 
materials” provided in food. For in- 
stance. tryptophan, found in 
bananas and milk products, is 
needed to create serotonin, a lack 
of which has been linked to depres- 
sion. Rats fed on a diet rich in tryp- 
tophan did not become depressed 
when given depressants. Of course, 
Professor Yehuda hastens to stress, 
one can't jump to the conclusion 
that everyone who becomes depres- 
sed should be fed bananas and milk 
and thus “cured.” The road from 
basic research to applications in 
treatment of humans is a long and 
winding one. especially when a 
shortage of serotonin niay not be 
the only or major cause of depres-

musically can only be spoken of in 
superlatives and who makes the 
conductor enjoy his job to the point 
of smiling, but Cary Kan is such an 
artist. Never before have I heard a 
doublebass virtuoso of such stature. 
And everything he did was with 
ilan. 

Karr wisely played the rather un- 
remarkable pieces with appropriate 
tongue-in-cheek gusto, and at times 
with unabashed clowning. Even so, 
one was moved by his deliciously 
formed phrases and dynamic sub- 
tleties. 

In his straight-forward encores — 
Bloch's Niggun, a Vivace from a 
sonata by Eccles, with string 
quintet, and a Scherzo with a se- 
cond doublebass assisting — Karr 
proved that he can be as serious as 
required. Whatever he does is an 
extraordinary happening in which 
the sonorities pour out from his un- 
wieldy instrument with a singing, 
celloesque quality of rare beauty. 

The concert opened with a smal- 
ler ensemble performing 
Stravinsky's Dumbarton Oaks with 
precision and swing, led by Mendi 
Rodan with infectious drive. But 
the conductor reverted to the role 
of strict, tense task-master in the 
final Mozart symphony, which sub- 
sequently suffered from harsh ac- 
cents and an unwar rante d sternness 
in interpretation. Even Jupiter 
showed human traits, often fell in 
love and surely smiled occasionally. 


Cilia Grossmeyer's soprano 
sounded as clear and fresh as could 
possibly be expected, and Shlomo 
Tidhar presented some lovely 
recorder pieces in his smooth and 
faultless way, leading his flock of 
four young colleagues (soprano, 
alto, tenor and bass) through their 
parts in lively and efficient fashion. 
Some music was performed in the 
organ loft, other works down in the 
nave, and the .rather limited 
sonorities of the recorder family 
carried very well. 

This concert, now an annual 
tradition, was once again s 
beautifully relaxing and consoling 
evening of music. Its soothing con- 
tents were balm for the restless 
and the fearful. 
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pear.

THE PARTICIPANTS here can 
always be trusted not to be satisfied 
with mere repetition of the known 
and approved. They find in the huge 
repertoire of Renaissance and 
Baroque music forgotten or 
neglected pearls. Sometimes this 
entails diligent research because of 
the sheer masses of material from 
those periods and because tfiel 
peaTls have not been left in * 
recognizable form. 

The fine treats of this evening 
were not all known to me. Inciden- 
tally. Weiland, whose Geistliches 
Konzert was the beautiful finale of 
this concert, is known as a German 
musician. He died in 1663 in 
Wolfenbuettel, near Braunschweig, 
and Louis-Claude Daquin lived 50 
years longer than stated in the 
programme (1694-1772). 

Elisabeth RolofT restricted herself 
to a few solo pieces (Luebeck, Da- 
quin. Bach), which she performed 
with her customary responsible at- 
titude, trying to get the best out of 
the rather limited possibilities of the 
instrument. 


AN ESTABLISHED chamber 
music ensemble can never rest on 
its laurels. To keep its standard of 
performance high, continuous prac- 
tice is required. For 10 years the 
Yuval Trio has maintained, with 
rare exceptions, perfection in ex- 
ecution and musical attitude. - 

This concert, however, left one 
disappointed. In general, the 
presentations seemed . under- 
rehearsed, perfunctory and un- 
balanced. The cello was hardly audi- 
ble in the halUbodgh slightly better 
over the radio in the second half. 
The keyboard instrument was too 
loud and its sound uncouth. Pity 
that such a wonderful instrument 
can deteriorate so quickly. In short, 
the entire performance seemed 
listless. 

The Bruch Trio, written when the 
compeer was 20, presented little 
interest, its language so much 
imitating Mendelssohn and Brahms. 
In the Ravel Trio there were exag- 
gerated dynamics in the fey board 
playing and much too quick a 
tempo in the Passacaille — no Ravel 
work should suffer such loveless 
treatment. 

Listening to the second half of the 
programme at home over FM 
Radio, I could discern a bit more 
personal involvement in the Partos 
Fantasia , though the F Minor Trio 
by ,.<PKor;ak did . opt., jjie.W .-the ;

Decline and fall of a meritorious 
ensemble?

A propos rats and chocolate. 
Professior Yehuda has initiated 
research to find out whether rats 
win balance their diet when allowed 
to choose their food “cafeteria 
style.” 

“Of course, at the beginning 
they’ll nosh,’* he says, “but we 
already have hints that after a while, 
they’ll stop eating chocolate, even 
though the chocolate is still accessi- 
ble. and start eating other things 
their bodies need.” Much that is 
known about people's eating habits 
stems from common observation, 
such as the fact that someone who 
has just had a satisfying meal will 
nevertheless eat again if those 
around him are eating. Much more 
research is needed to determine the 
less obvious reasons Tor what people 
eat, and when and why. 


REAEARCH on food is only a small 
part otwhat goes on in Professor 


Acetycholine, an information 
transmitter in the brain, seems to be 
related to memory defects in 
senility. To make acetycholine. the 
brain needs lecitin as a raw 
material Lecitin happens to be the 
emulsifier used_in mak ing 
chocolate. Adult rats with memory 
problems responded well to 
“chocolate therapy.” 


Yehuda's laboratory. Much of his 
research involves drugs, such as 
amphetamines, and their influence 
on behaviour. “We know that large 
amounts of amphetamines can 
cause hallucinations and mental 
illness," he says. “The symptoms are 
similar to schizophrenia. Anything 
that increases amphetamine psy- 
chosis scens to have the same ef- 
fects on schizophrenia, and 
anything that controls one controls 
the other. 

“One of the things we’re examin- 
ing now is beta endorphin, the 
brain’s own brand of morphine. 
There's a theory in the literature 
that beta endorphin affects 
schizophrenia. By inducing 
amphetamine psychosis in rats, and 
then changing the amount of beta 
endorphin in their brains by injec- 
tion or extraction, we can study the 
production and effect of beta en- 
dorphin in the brain. Today's anti- 
psychotic drugs cause side effects; if 
we could And a way to control beta 
endorphin without affecting 
anything else, we would have made 
an important step forward.” 

Yehuda's biggest problem is the 
great expense of this research. 
Synthetically produced beta en- 
dorphin, for instance, costs S500 a 
milligram. One yam of it for each 
of 60 rats is therefore very costly. 
He is seeking funding sources which 
will supplement the university’s 
limited budget to support his 
research. , . .

THE GROUP of New Music and all 
the other musicians participating in 
this concert deserve' unqualified 
praise for the painstaking-prepara- 
tion of no less than 12 pieces by 
Pousseur. The team must hove in- 
vested a great deal of time and 
energy to do justice to these scores, 
replete with enormous difficulties in 
every aspect rhythm, sonority, .ar- 
ticulation, togetherness, virtuosity. 

Poasseur’s style gradually 
changed from the serialized- 
aleatoric Darmstadt idiom" of his 
Mobile (1956-58) to the rather 
exotic-sounding, Debussyian. modal 
Flexions (1979) and Vocalise(l91%). 

Despite this apparent trend away 
from pure cerebration, Pousseur is 
one of the most intellectual com- 
posers of our time.

They 
scored 73 before lunch followed by 
57 and 60 in the next two sessions.

Boycott said he planned no 
celebration with his team-mates. He 
wanted to “rest his feet" after bai- 
ting the whole day, and had, 
therefore, “taken an early dinner."

Raman Subba Row said they were 
proud that Boycott had broken 
Sobers' record. “Although we have 
planned no formal celebration 
tonight, we plan to have a celebra- 
tion on Christmas, which is a rest 
day,” Row said.

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Domesticated ocean fish to be raised for export

TEL AViv. — Ten years of inten- 
siye scientific work ended recently 
with the successful "domestication” 
of an edible salt-water fish which 
can now be raised in salt-water 
ponds in the Arava or in huge cages 
anchored off Eilat. 

This was announced yesterday by 
Yohai Bin-Nun, outgoing director- 
general of the Oceanographic and 
Limnological Research Institute in 
Haifa, He explained: “We expect to 
raise this fish — which is very tasty 
and in high demand in Europe, 
where it brings SI 6 to S18 a. 
kilogram — commercially within 
two years. This is the first time that 
a salt-water fish has been 
domesticated and breeds at a high 
rate in captivity." 

The fish itself is a native of the 
Bardawil lagoon off Sinai. Its scien- 
tific name is spans aurata, and it is 
known locally by both Jews and 
Arabs as the "dennis", in Italy as 
the “or at a” and in France as the 


“dourade". It weighs about 350 
grams. In the past, when this fish 
was caught by Bedouin in the Bar- 
diwil, it was iced down and flown 
within 24 hours to Europe, where it 
fetched high prices. 

“Now we can raise it commercial- 
ly and -we expect it to become an 
important export item," Bin-Nun 
said. Plans call for raising the dennis 
in a 10,000 dunam artificial lake in 
the Arava near Eilat, and off the 
coast of Eilat in huge cages which 
will be tended by crews aboard 
barges. 

In describing the growth of the in- 
stitute since it was founded at the 
request of former premier Levi 
Eshkol, Bin-Nun noted that- 
“building the physical structure of 
the institute, and equipping it and 
its various laboratories, has been 
finished. Now J think it is time that a 
professional scientist, not an 
engineer like me, lake over." He is 
being succeeded by Professor 
Colette Serruya, who now heads the 
institute's laboratory on Lake Kin- 


neret. 

Bin-Nun noted that the institute 
was now one of the leading ones in 
the world, and as proof he offered 
the fact that two-thirds of its budget 
now comes from research grants 
and donations from abroad. 

The latest donation was a 28- 
metre long, 150 ton ship, which was 
confiscated off the Florida coast 
when it was found to be smuggling 
drugs between Cuba and the U.S. It 
would be added to the institute's 
present fleet of four ships, one or 
which would probably soon be 
retired. 


One of the institute's future pro- 
jects would be the study of currents 
in the Red Sea, especially in the 
Straits of Tiran area, with the pro- 
ject being partially financed by the 
American government. 

"One of our greatest successes,” 
he said, “was the slowing down and 
actual stoppage of the 'death' of 
Lake Kinneret due to pollution and 
other factors." This project was 
headed by Prof. Serruya.

Unemployment rise 
forecast for West 


PARIS (Reuter). — Unemployment 
will increase sharply in major in- 
dustrial countries next year as they 
slowly climb out of recession, ac- 
cording to a report published this 
week. 

The Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and' Development 
(OECD) said in its half-yearly 
economic outlook that the 
prospects for Europe and Japan had 
changed little over the past six 
months, but the recession in the 
U.S. was more pronounced. 

Policies of tight mometary con- 
trol. high interest rates and slack de- 
mand for industrial goods meant 
that unemployment would rise from 
25,750.000 now to 28,250,000 by the 
middle of next year, with more than 
half the increase coming from 
North America, it said. 

The report said its index of 
leading economic indicators 
showed that there was no im- 
mediate prospect of a sustained 
recovery in North America. West 
Germany. Japan and France might 
have reached the bottom of their 
recession, but Italy had not, it said. 


Clarification to 
‘bad cheque’ law 


The Bank of Israel announced 
this week that cheques not 
honoured for reasons besides lack 
of covering funds will not be 
regarded as "bad cheques" under 
the law that recently went into ef- 
fect. 

The law states that a person draw- 
ing 10 cheques without cover within 
a three-month period will be 
penalized. 

Other reasons for not honouring 
cheques referred to in the Bank of 
Israel's clarification include lack of 
proper signature, cheques drawn on 
the wrong bank, correction added 
without signature, and cashing a 
cheque either before the date 
specified or after its validity has ex- 
pired. 

The clarification also stated that 
under the new law, banks are not al- 
lowed to honour cheques with a 
credit card stamp if the cheque is 
drawn from a “restricted account. 
This is an account from which one 
may not draw further cheques after 
10 cheques without cover have been 
issued.

Taxes on stock speculation 


The Treasury has in two cases 
collected capital gains taxes from 
stock exchange profits, made by in- 
dividual businessmen, it was learned 
yesterday from sources in the tax 
administration. 

In one case, the tax authorities as- 
sessed a company director at 
15113,500 more than 1 his declared 
income of IS32.000 and demanded 
payment of taxes on the additional 
income. After consultation with the 
legal department, the income tax 
authorities decided that the man 
should be regarded as trading in 
securities, because the transactions 
from which he made the profits 
were carried with money bor- 
rowed for the purpose. -He also con- 
centrated his transactions on 
speculative shares, and handled all 


selling and buying orders himself, 
rather than through an investment 
counsellor. Within six months, he 
carried out some 200 transactions. 

Another case in which die tax 
authorities imposed both the pay- 
ment of capital gains tax, and a 10 
per cent penalty for understating 
table income, concerned a lawyer 
who had used money deposited with' 
him by clients to speculate in the 
stock exchange. 

Income Tax Commissioner Dov 
Ncigcr said that the tax authorities 
do not rush to collect taxes from 
stock exchange profits, except when 
the transactions are unusually large 
and carried out in circumstances 
which indicate that they % represent a 
.business activity rather than bona 
fide investments.

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Aridor’s subsidy spiral 


TUESDAY .midnight's massive price hikes of subsidized food 
products again put the spotlight on Finance Minister Aridor's 
policies. Subsidies are as legitimate a tool of economic policy as taxes 
— provided they serve some purpose other than providing consumers 
with a transient feeling of well-being and currying their political 
favour. 

Mr. Aridor would not be open to censure had he used subsidies as 
one implement in a more comprehensive toolbox. Even financing the 
subsidies by printing the necessary cash could be justified if a respite 
from inflation thus secured had served to create the proper condi- 
tions for other measures that might put the economy back on its feet. 

Thus it might have made sense to introduce subsidies, thereby 
lowering wage claims and wage costs, but at the same time to reduce 
aggregate demand by other means. Mr. Aridor, however, has not 
only failed to cut aggregate demand, but boosted disposable income. 

It might be argued that a rise in real wages was unavoidable 
because wage agreements were geared to an inflation rate higher 
than the repressed rate that resulted from Mr. Aridor's subsidies, and 
that the overdue adjustment of the tax brackets had become 
politically unavoidable although it further increased disposable in- 
come and demand. But in that case, public expenditures should have 
been slashed as soon as the subsidies were introduced. 

That was not done, and the belated 1.7 per cent cut in the still un- 
spent amounts of the current budget has been too little and too late. 
The promised, much severer cuts in the 1982 budget — which has not 
yet been tabled in the cabinet, let alone in the Knesset — are still 
very much a song or the future. 

Other economic measures to justify a policy of massive subsidiza- 
tion are imaginable — but they have not been introduced. Mr. 
Aridor's year in office as finance minister need not have incurred all 
of the censures that have been made, but it also does not deserve the 
oft-repeated laudatory characterization as “proper economic 
policy." 

The huge subsidy drain on the Treasury made it predictably un- 
avoidable that the cheap food spree would sooner or later come to an 
end. Having been delayed until the end of the calendar year, so'as to 
keep the inflation rate to not much more than 100 per cent, the even- 
tual price hike had to be disproportionately big. The timing of the 
hike was apparently calculated to exclude its effect from the next 
cost-of-living allowance; 

If the Treasury is to plug the financial hole created by the sub- 
sidies, future price increases of subsidized products will also have to 
be higher than the average rate of inflation. 

All this is no doubt necessary, but what will it do to the public's ex- 
pectations, of which so much hasf been made by Mr. Aridor? Does 
the finance minister believe that huge new wage demands will not, as 
a result, be raised in the coming round of negotiations? And will 
these demands not be pegged to the expected, more-than-average 
rise of food prices in the coming months?

He said Israel found it “unaccep- 
table and intolerable” that every 
disagreement between tbe two 
countries should trigger a punitive 
reaction. 

The disagreements between tbe 
two countries have always revolved 
about two main issues — the 
country's borders and the ways in 
which Israel would defend its 
security, Shamir said. In both of 
these matters. Israel must zealously 
reserve its freedom of decision and

Kupat Holim Me’uhedet. 
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Strange performance 


The behaviour of Israel's prime minister is more than disturbing, * 
writes YOSEF GOELL. 1 
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LET ME begin at the end. Events of 
the past few weeks seem to provide 
strong, cumulative evidence that 
the prime minister of Israel has 
crossed the fine line between 
rational, albeit extreme, behaviour 
and aberrant behaviour. 

The enormity of such a charge 
demands that it be .based on in- 
controvertible evidence. First 
though, let it be noted that the 
premier's egocentric performance 
does not invalidate the assumptions 
underlying his recent actions. To 
the contrary, three assumptions 
seem to have guided him, and they 
are persuasive: 

□ The probability of peace with 
Syria is so remote and the possibility 
of a Syrian-held Golan Heights so 
dangerous that it is essential for any 
Israel government to ensure perma- 
nent Israeli occupation of that 
strategically crucial area with its 
eventual incorporation into Israel. 

□ There is no way to safeguard the 
North from a recurrence of FLO 
katyusha and artillery shelling from 
Southern Lebanon. Should this oc- 
cur, the only step open to Israel 
would be to invade Southern 
Lebanon — one hopes without 
repeating the mistakes of the 1978 
Litani Campaign. The PLO bases 
must be destroyed and its forces 
decimated, however much 
Washington protests. This is in the . 
interest of Israeli life, in the most 
literal sense, and that supersedes 
American interests. It is debatable 
whether that truth should be driven 
home to the Americans today or 
only when the retaliatory action 
becomes unavoidable. 

□ Israel has reason to fear that the 
U.S. will scrap the Camp David 
peace process once all of Sinai is 
returned on April 25, 1982. This is a 
greater worry than the possibility of 
Egypt then reneging on the nor- 


malization process. There are many 
signs that Washington can hardly 
wait to revert to the Palestinian- 
oriented policy hotly pursued by the 
Carter Administration in the fall of 
1977 before Sadat changed the 
course of history. 


SPECIFICALLY because the 
months ahead are so fraught with 
danger for Israel, Begin's aberrant 
behaviour is cause for concern. 
Consider the following: 

Begin insisted on going ahead 
with the signing of an agreement on 
strategic cooperation that the 
Americans had stripped of any im- 
portance. One may see rationality in 
this but not in Begin's dispatching 
of Defence Minister Ariel 'Sharon 
post-haste by helicopter from 
’ Hadassah hospital to Ben-Gurion 
Airport to make a last minute Euro- 
pea n air connection lest the 
Americans change their mind in less 
than 24 hours. 

This seems especially suspicious 
in view of Begin's petulant renun- 
ciation of the memorandum of un- 
derstanding following Washington's 
punitive reaction to the Golan Law. 
Is it possible that he believed that 
the U.S. could be tricked into an 
agreement it did not want because 
for the moment the stars in the 
political heavens seemed to favour 
it? 

Begin's behaviour at that time 
can perhaps best be described by 
the Yiddish term areinzumchapen — 
to grab while the grabbin's is good. 
He behaved the same way with the 
Golan Bill. 

The issue was not whether ex' not 
Israel should retain the Golan. The 
vast majority of Israelis agree on 
that. What has changed, one may 
ask, since December a year ago, 
when Begin himself opposed an 
identical bill tabled by Geula Cohen 


for the very tactical reasons that he- 
now sneers at? What happened, it 
seems all too clear,- is that the 
premier, emerging from hospital on 
' the day the Polish crisis erupted, 
jumped to the conclusion that the 
grabbin' was good, but only for 24 
hours. Thus the cabinet, astonished 
senior ministers and the entire 
Knesset were pressed into the ser- 
vice of his prophetic vision in a most 
unseemly manner. 

BEGIN'S ASSUMPTION that the 
U.S. would respond to this step 
mild protest, being too involved 

with Poland to act otherwise, is 
worse than regrettable. National 
leaders may be forgiven many aber- 
rations and instances of poor judg- 
ment but not on such crucial is- 
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One cannot escape the conclu- 
sion that Begin believes that 
L’Etat e'est Mol. First there 
was his supphuric dressing-down 
of the U.S. government via his 
“good friend” Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis. One is left blank about tbe 
connection between anti-Semitism 
and General Barker and the events 
of this week. And then there is 
Begin’s insistence that he would 
brook no questioning of his "j' ac- 
cuse" statement being published in 
full as though it were cabinet 
policy. These two instances indicate 
that Begin is determined to per- 
sonalize Israel’s external, as well as 
its domestic, politics. 

The first signs of a gross exag- 
geration of this tendency, which has 
always been part of Begin's psyche, 
was apparent in the last election 
campaign. He ran that campaign as 
though it were a contest between 
Menachem Begin and ah comers. 
His repeated demonic attacks on 
the Labour opposition in the Knes- 
set and the undisguised disdain he 
has for his own cabinet are further 
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distressing signs as is his repeated 
show of total disregard for the need 
to consult anyone in formulating 
major policy. 

Finally there is the tenor of his 
public letter to Ha'aretz columnist 
Yoel Marcus, embarrassing in .its . 
self-indulgent details of his injury 
and sufferings. 

None of what is written here can 
be put down to Begin-hatmg. It is 
painful to watch Begin come to 
such a pass. But there is greater 
anxiety in contemplating the 
implications for this country of an . 
uncontrolled Prime Minister Begin, 
in this emotional state. 

In retracing the pattern of Bern's 
recent actions, one cannot but 
recall with concern certain historic 
parallels. Presidents Woodrow 
Wilson and Franklin Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill exhibited 


aberrant behaviour that was known 
* to small groups of.their. aides at.tbe 
time, and only- came to light years 
later.' 

The history of the 20th ; century 
,has taught us that the idiosyncratic 
behaviour of poUtical leaders, and 
especially of charismatic’ per- 
sonalities who succeed in stilling all 
dissent among their colleagues; can 
have shattering effects on the fide of 
their nations.' r; 

Thera are never easy answers to 
such a problem. The most .that: a 
justly concerned public can hope 
for is that some of its political 
leaders who, are .privy to the^triith 
will screw up enough' courage to puL 
limits to the excesses of government 
by the unrestrained power of 
idiosyncratic ebarisrn a.

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CONDITIONS AT PORIYA HOSPITAL 


THE RHODESIAN LESSON 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I was employed at the 
Poriya Hospital in Tiberias from 
January, through June 1978 in the 
capacity of staff midwife. I should 
like to stale at the beginning of this 
letter that it was only the dedicated 
and heroic efforts of the staJT, doc- 
tors, midwives and nursing aux- 
iliaries, headed by Dr. Yigal 
Rubensteih, that made some 
semblance of modem obstetrics 
possible. 

The delivery room, newborn 
nursery and maternity ward were 
housed at that time in a ramshackle 
wooden building, cold and draughty 
in the winter, broiling hot (in spite 
of air conditioning) in the summer. 
A dead cat was once found, by its 
stench, in the airspace between (he 
ceiling and the roof. Ground was 
broken, shortly before l left, for a 
new maternity wing. I don’t know if 
it is now in use. 

We had shortages of the most 
basic items: hypodermic syringes 
and needles, sterile gloves, linen. 
There were two tiny autoclaves, one 
always out for repair. On the rare 
occasions when the remaining one 
worked, it was entirely inadequate 
for the amount of sterilizing, so we 
boiled our instruments, of which we 
never had enough. Then we pul 
them in the inner wrappers of dis- 
posable rubber gloves — we were 
reduced to saving these pieces of 
paper because there was nothing 
else. The disposable rubber gloves 
were used and re-used until they 
literally fell to pieces, despite the 
fact that they are totally unsuiled 
for re-sterilization. 

There was one fetal monitor, 
also frequently out of commission 
through sheer over-use. No 
machine can run 24 hours a day 
seven days a week, indefinitely. Fre- 
quently there was more than one 
high-risk woman in labour and we 
would have to switch the monitor 
from one patient to another and 
hope that the fetus did not develop 
problems while its mother was not 
being monitored. 

Obtaining X-rays was difficult. 
First, the technician would have to 
be located, then orderlies found to 
take the woman in labour on a 
stretcher to the building where the 
X-ray equipment was. In winter, 
this was often in rain, always in cold 
— a considerable trip as the 
buildings at Poriya are about one 
city block apart. 

The same situation applied to 
transferring a patient to the 
operating theatre for a Caesarean 
section, except that there were ad- 


ditional problems: if the theatre or 
anesthesiologist were occupied 
(which meant effectively between 7 
a.m. and 3 p.m.), there was no 
choice but to wait, even if the baby 
was suffering in uiero. At night, the 
situation was slightly different: the 
anesthesiologist had to come from 
Tiberias. 

Sometimes, the alternative to 
Caesarean section can be forceps 
delivery if the patient is sufficiently 
advanced in labour. However, in re- 
cent years, the preference is for 
Caeserean section except when 
forceps are applied at the last mo- 
ment to facilitate the birth of the 
head, because of the danger - of 
trauma to both mother and baby. I 
saw forceps deliveries undertaken 
that no Western-educated doctor 
would have done by choice, but at 
Poriya, there wasn’t always a 
choice. It is a tribute to the skill of 
the obstetricians that these 
dangerous deliveries did not result 
in any brain-damaged infants during 
the time I worked there. 


1 should mention that, at this 
lime, no epidural or general 
anesthesia whatever was available 
in the delivery room. The only pain 
relief was an intravenous dose of 
pethidine (Demerol) or a local in- 
jection of iignocaine (Novoeaine). 

The infant transport to bring a 
baby from the operating theatre 
consisted of a cumbersome, open, 
hand-held carry-cot. Most midwives 
preferred to carry the baby in their 
arms. 1 remember (more than once) 
running more than two city blocks 
in freezing rain with a baby in 
respiratory distress, only a lev. 
minules old, trying to keep the baby 
covered with my raincoat and ter- 
rified that I would slip on the icy 
pavement. 


The newborn nursery was equally 
primitive.' Babies in distress were 
generally transferred to Safad or 
Alula, but, for obscure .reasons 
usually relating to lack of transport, 
this would take hours to arrange: 
There was a closed incubator, but 
when l was there, it did not heat 
very well and there was no oxygen. 

There' were consent attempts at 
improvement, but they were usually 
frustrated. In 1978, Dr. Rubenstein 
had already been trying to obtain a 
transport incubator and other vital 
equipment for two years without 
success. Kibbutz Lavi adopted the 
maternity ward, painting it and 
making other renovations after ap- 
peals through the proper channels 
accomplished nothing. 

All this may have changed. I hope 
from the depths of my heart that 
this is so. But in the three and a half 
years since I resigned, I have not 
read a good word. I cannot believe 
that any major inprovement would 
not have been heralded by the 
media — minor advances elsewhere 
are trumpeted loud and clear. 

I have not returned to visit — 
partly because the hospital is in the 
Helds of the Jordan Valley far from 
everywhere. 1 seriously doubt that 
there can be any significant changes 
while the hosptal is in its present in- 
accessible site, far from the 
patients and workers. It is too easy 
to draw a veil of silence over any 
deficiencies. 

The residents of the Southern 
Golan, the Jordan Valley, Tiberias 
and Lower Galilee deserve a 
modern, well-staffed and well- 
equipped medical centre, but what 1 
remember resembled descriptions 
of Scutari.
